This summary shows to some extent the work of the Society, and 
the success which God has given to the cause. When we remember 
how many obstacles have been overcome, how many friends won to 
the cause, the number of graduates these schools have sent out among 
both races to teach and preach, trained hands to work in the high 
arts, cultured physicians; and when we behold the large number who 
are now receiving instruction, a large number of whom shall come 
out to augment the force already enumerated, we can not but ex- 
claim, Glory and praise to God for what he has done! 

Resolved, That we recognize in Drs. Eust and Hartzell, the Secre- 
taries of this. Society, earnest, faithful, and true men, who are so suc- 
cessfully engaged in this great and good work. We , bid them God- 
speed in their work. 

' The success of the Freedmen's Aid Society in the past eight years, 
since it has had in charge the educational work of the Church in the 
whole South, among both white and colored people, indicates clearly, 
. in the. judgment of the Louisiana Conference, that the Society should 
remain in organization, and work practically as it is, with such minor 
modifications as the General; Conference may in its wisdom deem wise. 
Multitudes of our people, among both races in our congregations and 
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Sunday-schools in the South need the Christian teacher to instruct' and 
lead them, and upon our Church rests the responsibility of meeting 
this providential demand. 

NEW ORLEANS UNIVERSITY. 

It is a great gratification to be able to report the continued prosperity 
and enlargement of our University. The last session closed with 
most interesting exercises, beginning Sabbath, May 22d, and con- 
tinuing four days. Diplomas were presented to five graduates from 
the Normal Department, viz. : Messrs. Wm. Porter and Ernest Da- 
mons, and Misses Olivia Anderson, Palla M. Brewer, and Emma C. 
Carter. The enrollment reached two hundred and four, an increase 
, over the preceding year of thirteen. 

The present attendance shows an. increase of thirty-three over that 
of last year, at this date, and an advance of four over the enrollment 
of the entire year. . \ , 

Every effort has been made to accommodate as many as possible in 
the boarding department, but a large number have been turned away; 
some to board in private families, but many to> be lost to us altogether. 
We can not speak in too strpng terms of our appreciation of the 
untiring efforts of Dr. Hartzell and Bishop Mallalieu tp secure the com- 
pletion of the new building.. The reports also show a noble response 
to the call upon the Conference to raise $2,000 during the year. 

We have every reason to believe that these efforts, continued, will 
be successful, and that the magnificent building on St. Charles Ave- 
nue will be dedicated to the purposes' of higher Christian education 
. before the opening of another university year, .: 

The department of Carpentry has been .opened in a shop twenty- 
four by sixty feet, erected on lots . secured by Bishdp Mallalieu adjoin- 
ing the University block; and -funds enough to meet immediate de- 
mands have been secured. 

We ■^cordially welcome Rev. L. G. Adkinson, A. M., D- D-, a 
leading and, honored member of the South-east Indiana Conference, 
to the Presidency of the University. Dr. Adkinson and his family 
come -among us, not only as cultured and successful teachers, but to 
illustrate before our young, people, the beauty , of . a Christian home, 
and .we most earnestly pray for them a far-reaching influence for good.

OF NATIONAL AID TO PUBLIC EDUCATION IN THE SOUTH. 

', The Committee on Freedmen's Aid Society and Education beg 
leave to report on the. subject of national -aid to public education as 
follows: " / ■ i.:-..,...-; /.;-■■< 

j We have carefully considered the tract placed in our hands by Con- 
!. ference, which is entitled, " National Aid for Common; Schools : Its 
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Need : Objections Answered," and respectfully offer for adoption the 
following: 

Resolved,!. That in our judgment there is no objection to the 
proposed action of Congress that is worthy of much regard from men 
who are in earnest to lift the cloud of ignorance from the minds of 
our people. The voters of our land deal with national "as well as 
State questions. The States have received aid from the general gov- 
ernment for education already, and the people have profited largely 
thereby. The States have habitually received . appropriations for 
rivers and harbors and other objects of a material character, and the 
constitutionality of such measures is held to be beyond question. An 
objection to national aid for common schools, on the ground of alleged 
infringement of the Constitution, has the appearance of insincerity. 
We assume to pronounce no judgment thereon, but we humbly declare 
our conviction that the relief of so vital a need of the people of this 
great nation must be in harmony with the spirit of the Constitution; 
and, therefore, we do respectfully, earnestly, emphatically request our' 
Senators and Representatives, in Congress assembled, to use their 
utmost endeavors to secure the passage of the Blair Bill, and we take 
this opportunity to assure them that this expression of ours faithfully 
sets forth the convictions of the people represented by the members 
of this conference of thirteen thousand communicants and fifty thoih 
sand adherents. •

As A Conference, we wish to" express our appreciation of the work 
of the Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary . Sooieties. The hope 
of the salvation of our people depends largely upon the work' of the 
I Gospel' in Christian homes and schools.' The Churches 5 must often fail 
of their highest usefulness because of the ignorance of the people ; and 
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our schools are at a disadvantage in the instruction of pupils whose 
home life is not under proper influences. 

The home, the school, and the Church must unite for the perma- 
nent elevation and final redemption of undying souls. • 

So we hail with rejoicing the work of Christian women, both in our 
own and foreign lands. 

_ We feel that they have access to homes and hearts which our min- 
isters can not reach. . Lady physicians are needed in foreign lands. 
In our own country thousands of poor and needy mortals are craving 
help which Christian women must furnish. 

The Woman's Home Missionary Society of our own Conference has 
our fullest sympathy, and is accomplishing a most important work 
throughout the State, Mrs. Joan Bentley and her associates, Mrs. 
Hester Williams, Mrs. J. F. Marshall, Mrs. E. Lyon, and others, have 
our fullest confidence, and we commend them to the Parent Society at 
Cincinnati as worthy of the fullest co-operation; ' ' v ' 

The purpose to establish a school of domestic economics for women 
in this city, near the New Orleans University, and to be in friendly 
co-operation with it, we regard as' a wise movement, and- we hope it 
may have success. We thank Bishop Mallalieu and Mrs; Dr. Rust 
for the, special interest they have taken in this work. *A block of 
ground has, already been purchased. 



TEMPERANCE. 



Your Committee recommend that every- preacherr of the Louisiana - 
Conference, on reaching his appointment, begin at once to organize 
; temperance centers throughout his charge, from which will issue influ- 
i ences against intemperance, the saloon, and the liquor-traffic of our 
State and country. We recognize the fact' that while there are here and 
there within our State a few attempts at local option, and the result has 
been in a modified degree against the liquor evil, still but little is done 
in comparison with the mighty work to be accomplished. ■'. 

We call attention to the fact that we have not entirely removed the 
stains of guilt from the doors of our churches and homes. It is a sadly 
awful fact that from our own near friends.'and acquaintances many are 
going down to ruin aud death before this enemy of the race. 

Every pastor should organize every influence he can command 
against the liquor-traffic. = 

We reaffirm and heartily indorse the position of the General. Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church as contained in the follow- 
ing language : " We are unalterably opposed to the enactment, of laws 
that propose by license; taxing, or otherwise, to regulate , the drink- 
traffic, because they provide for its continuance, and afford no 'protec- 
tion against its ravages." We hold that the proper attitude of Christians 
towards this traffic is one of .uncompromising opposition, and while we 
do not presume to dictate to our people as to their political affiliations, 
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we do express the opinion: that they should not permit themselves to 
be controlled by party organizations that are managed in the interest of 
the liquor-traffic. We thankfully recognize and approve the great work 
carried on in all parts of the. country by the National Temperance So- 
ciety and the Woman's Christian Temperance Union. We recommend 
^their publications, commend them to the pecuniary aid of our people, 
and earnestly exhort, our members to actively co-operate with these 
organizations. Finally, we proclaim as our motto, " Voluntary total 
abstinence from all intoxicants as the true ground of personal temper- 
ance, and complete legal prohibition of the traffic in intoxicating drinks 
as the duty of civil governments." 

Our sympathies are, with the laboring men of our country in every 
good and proper effort td ameliorate" their condition. While they suffer 
from many wrongs, we woukLcall their attention, to the fact that " in- 
temperance and the. liquor-traffic "are the greatest obstacles 'to their 
progress, and cause more suffering^afiid. hardship to the laboring classes 
than all other things combined.- . : .^X^ 

We, in common with the universal Church, and with all citizens who 
love . law, order, and right, once more vow unwavering; hostility to the 
liquor-traffic as the great enemy' of God and mam ■

REPORT OF MISSION DISTRICT, LOUISIANA CONFERENCE. 

EEV. WM. P. M'IjAUGHTjIN, PRESIDING E^DER. ' 



(Published by request of, the Conference.) 

The Mission District of the Louisiana Conference was organized one 
year since by Bishop Merrill, and I was appointed as its presiding 
elder. Like little -Benjamin, it is the youngest, but, in extent of ter- 
ritory at least, by no means the smallest of the tribes. The municipal 
limits of New Orleans include nearly, one hundred and nineteen thou- 
sand acres. Of these, only ten thousand are built upon or cultivated at 
all : the remaining one hundred thousand still lie in swamp and 
primeval pypress forest. 

. The , Ninth Ward of. New Orleans is as unknown and unexplored 
as the depths of Africa. The 'leading citizens of this ward are 
alligators; they are a lot of tough citizens/ and are extremely hide- 
bound in their opinions. In one" memorable case of runaway slaves,

however, they destroyed the blood-hounds and saved the fugitives, for 
•which they are deserving of all praise. 

This vast region of swamp and cypress forest, still lying unexplored 
and uncultivated in the parish of Orleans, is a good type of that 
spiritual desolation for whose redemption the Mission District was pro- 
jected. In this district, which includes as many tribes and tongues as 
Pentecost, and as much confusion as the Tower of Babel, I have 
served as presiding elder and pastor. I have preached the Word as 
far west as Lake Galcasien, and have been within five minutes' travel 
of the Canadian shore. I distributed French tracts in the sulphur- 
mine region, and carried the everlasting gospel two hundred feet 
down the salt-mines of Avery's Island. There is scarcely a parish in 
the. southern French belt of Louisiana that has not read some of our 
tracts. I spoke before seven annual conferences in three: weeks— this 
was the epoch when I got within five minutes' travel of the^ Canadian 
shore — and received some very substantial tokens of their interest in 
bur work. I ate my Thanksgiving dinner on the banks of the Bayou 
Teche ; said dinner consisted of dry bread * and corned beef, washed 
down with flagons of water that required no microscope to see the an- 
imalcula. I visited New Iberia and Jeannerette, preaching the gospel 
by the way. At Baldwin I found Bev. J. W. Mougey, in charge of 
Baldwin Seminary. Brother Mougey is from Ohio, is an experienced 
teacher, and the seminary is doing a good work among both English 
and French. 

I shall speak now of the three departments of our work : I. En- 
glish; II. Scandinavian; HL French. * 

I. English. By act of the quarterly conference and amendment 
of charter, what has been known as Ames Church will hereafter 
be called, from the, street on which it is located, St. Charles Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal Church. ' Some object to this church because, they 
say, we admit " niggers " into it, allow them to receive the sacrament 
with the whites, and have even permitted them to sit on the front 
seats. We plead guilty, and glory in the reproach as the reproach of 
Christ, esteeming it as greater treasure than all the riches of Egypt — 
or even the parish of Orleans. . A few fire-eaters and Bourbons of the 
old rigime survive among our neighboring Churchmen. Their canon 
of Biblical interpretation once was "the divine institution" of human 
slavery; and now, when the world iB pealing with the Jubilate and 
Te Deum of the free, they hang their harps upon the willows, and. 
" Cursed be Canaan " is the highest note their souls can reach. One 
of them, in his address before the Presbyterian Assembly, said 
that the people throughout the " Southland ." would turn "pale" at 
the specter of amalgamation, evolved at thought of union with the 
"Northern" Church. The time for this excessive "pallor ".was long 
ago— ^judging, from the complexion of many of my colored brethren. 
So many of the black people have beeif turned pale during the past 
two hundred years, that a few of the theological Bourbons might 
turn a shade paler, and no. earthquake take place. In addition to 
meeting in full all incidental expenses (which, owing to size and loca- 
tion of church, are Heavy), something has been raised for pastor ? s 
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salary and benevolent collections. - Including a portion, of the amount 
paid last ryear, improvements amounting to nine hundred dollars have 
been' provided. for. We take our station in front of the, church every 
Sunday evening, and, with "song and the Word, of, God, preach to the 
multitudes thronging about the, theater across the way. "The best of ' 
all is," God is with us," as souls constantly being added to us, .and 
growth of the Church in spiritual power, attest. 

IT. I come now come to our Scandinavian Work. Rev. John 
G- Nelson has been in charge during the year. Since Brother Nelson 
began the work, two years ago, regular services have been commenced 
in nine different places in Louisiana, Mississippi, . and Alabama. These 
Scandinavian people "are descendants of the ancient Norsemen, who 
, were the. most; daring sailors and freebooters of their day. The great; 
Charlemagne, towards the close of life, stood once on a . high bluff, 
and.saw their swift, vessels pass; and ^as he saw. them, he wept as he 
thought of how their power would one day fall upon his people when 
he should no longer be . left to defend them. Later - on,- Gustayus 
Adolphus, their heroic king, became the great champion of the 
Protestant Reformation. For over thirty years our Church has. been.; ' 
laboring with great success among this heroic people, both in the'Old 
World and in the United States. Brother Nelson has , been assisted 
during a i portion of the year by Brother John Lundgrun, a local;' 
preacher, who has rendered faithful service. v 

In the far-off home of our, Scandinavian brethren shines the mid^' 
night sun,, . They climb the tops of the lofty mountains, and there 
the great sim that we see only through the day, they behold shining 
at. the midnight hour. So with our Scandinavian, brethren. They, 
live on the mountain-tops of grace, and of 'them it is' already true 
that "their sun shall no more go down." May .we evermore dwell on 
the same glorious heights. Many souls have already been converted 
in our Scandinavian mission, a»d still the good .work goes on. 

III. French. In! New Orleans and the parishes of Southern 
Louisiana, there are; probably, two hundred thousand French-speaking 
people. We began work among these people February .7, 1886: I 
conducted seven/services that day, in French and Euglish, iri three, 
different sections of the city. I carefully 'followed John Wesley's rule 
(as I always do, indeed), and nowhere preached " too long or too loud;"' 
L'Evctngeliste, the organ of the Wesleyan, Church of France, has sev- 
eral times referred to, our essay as one of much importance .and in- 
terest. Rev. R. W. Mc All, , founder of the famous evangelistic 
mission, in France, writes : "We have remembered your undertaking 
in our Weekly Workers' prayer-meeting ; it has a. place in our;deepest, 
sympathy, and it is our prayer that the power of the Divine Spirit 
may attend you more' and more, and that you may have the blest re- 
ward of seeing one, and another of ; . these dear ^ French-speaking people 
of the Western World coming , to the Lord's ...side. , , We shall , al way s ., 
listen with eager interest for tidings from you and shall account, 
your success our own." We feel that we' have thus far in the work 
largely been engaged in laying fpun;daiiohsV ;;. W 
Testament in its beautiful, red binding, and" it is eagerly received. 



We have issued nearly seventy new tracts (reprints chiefly of the best 
from France) , and they are quietly but powerfully telling the gospel 
story; -For music, we, use the Cantiques Populaires, containing three 
hundred admirable songs for evangelistic work. ') We call it The New- 
Marseillaise, and it is telling the "old, old story " to the people. We 
have gathered to our services a little company of French Protestants, 
descendants of the ancient Huguenots. Most of those among whom 
we labor, however, are Roman Catholics, or, more correctly, nothing 

at all. . ' ' • ! • • • • i ;! •■■ ■■■■ w ' ' 

During the past year, Rev. B. Bozinger, pastor of the First Grer- 
man Methodist Episcopal Church, has been associated with us. He 
is a Swiss by birth, served as a soldier in the French army, is a fine 
musician, and, together with his excellent wife, has rendered most 
efficient service. ' 

We have now secured for our work Rev. P. J. Robidoux, trans- 
ferred from the , Central Illinois Conference. Brother Robidoux has 
done good and faithful work in our Northern French missions, He 
is a good man, full of the Holy Ghost and of faith, and we doubt not, 
in due season, that " much people'' among his countrymen will be T . 
" added unto the Lord." ■ • ; 

We are as yet a "little flock," but the promise is: "Fear not, little 
flock, for it is your Father's good pleasure to give you the kingdom/' 
Our motto is that watchword of the ancient : Waldenses : " Fbr the . 
love of Christ." Pray for us, and help us "in His name."

REV. BISHOP W. L. HARRIS, D. D„ LL. D. 

Last August the Rev. William Logan Harris, D. D., LL. D., 
one of the. Bishops of the Methodist Episcopal ', Church, passed from 
labor to reward, after a short but distressing- illness. Short it was, 
although the disease— fatty degeneration of the heart— had been mak- 
ing steady invasion upon his vitality for some months. A season of 
travel in Europe failed to recruit him, and not many days after his 
return home he bade farewell to family and friends and beloved work, 
and went up to receive his crown. • 

In his death we are bereaved. He presided at our session in 1880, 
moving among^us as a father among his children, winning all our 
hearts. The Conference' expressed its grateful regard in these words : 
" We feel: that his' coming among us was of the Lord, and that he 
has endeared himself to this' Conference by his wise counsels, by his 
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instructive sermons, and: by his kindly yet-dignified bearing among 
us socially. As he departs for Mexico from this city we will follow 
him with our prayers that he may be kept, and be prospered on his 
journey, and may return to his. home." . . 

Dr. Harris did much to advance the anti-slavery sentiment in the 
Church in the times antecedent to the war. The influence of the 
Baltimore Conference for a long time kept the Church in the position 
of forbidding official members to hold slaves, while tolerating the 
holding, by non-official members. The first General Conference of 
which Dr. Harris was a member— viz., that of 1860— -opened the 
flood-gates to the long pent-up auti-slavery feeling of the Church ; 
every obstacle was cleared from the channels of ecclesiastical energy; 
and the General Rule took the shape in which it now stands, forbid- 
ding forever " the ibuying, selling, or holding of slaves." No man in. 
the Church was, probably, more jubilant over this result . than our 
lamented, heroic Bishop. . He hated slavery and rum with all his 
heart, but was moved to tears in conversing with a penitent. He 
struck quick , blows at an antagonist, but melted quickly when he 
saw that he had spoken too soon, and ' tenderly righted a wrong: 
He wept and laughed at the' same moment when the tragic and the 1 
comic mingled in events. None ever loved his family more tenderly. 
No- Methodist ever loved and .served his Church more devotedly. 

He was not a philosopher, nor in a scholastic sense a theologian, 
But with a sound common sense and a practical, earnest theology he 
combined!, in an eminent degree, the highest qualities of a canonical 
lawyer and a skillful ecclesiast. Perhaps "no man in the history of 
American Methodism has so decidedly made his mark on the methods 
of business among the Bishops, on the rules of procedure of the General 
Conference, and on the jurisprudence of the Church at large. _ ^ 

He had great capacity for work; and fairly reveled in toilsome routine 
that other men called drudgery;"' The Missionary Society profited by 
his judicious and thorough methods of business; and, in the discharge 
of episcopal duties at the conferences all felt that the rulings of Bishop 
Harris would stand the fire of criticism by the Committee on the Epis- 
copacy. 

His grand presence is among us no more. His feet have already 
trod the golden streets. He has joined the shining company of - such 
splendid witnesses and heroes as. Thomson, Janes, Simpson, Ames, Scott, 
and Wiley. In communion with them are doubtless found also the 
spirits of our own Scott Chinn, and that of Dr. Taylor. Happy com- 
pany! May we greet them soon ! ■ : . ,■ 

REV. DANIEL CURRY, D. p., LL. D. 

The Rev. Daniel Curry, D. D., was one of the most prominent 
figures in, American Methodism ; "a man of comprehensive scholarship, 
profound logic, and; great polemic ability ; the terror of all pretenders, 
and the friend of true men. He was a faithful and able friend and 
advocate of the rights of the, colored raceii and will. have a permanent 
place among the precious names embalmed among us. . 
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REV. M. W. TAYLOR. D. D. 

Dr. M. W, Taylor wias born in the State of Kentucky about the 
year 1846. He was converted when seventeen years old. Six years 
after conversion' he was licensed to preach by a quarterly conference 
of Hardinsburg Circuit, Kentucky. He spent one year in mission- 
work in the State of Arkansas, v In the year 1872 he was 'admitted 
into the Lexington Conference, of which he was a member up to the 
time of his death. As a minister he held appointments in the States 

-of-Indiahaj Ohio, and' Kentucky. He served- his- Oonference -in tlie- 

capacity of presiding .elder; also as a delegate to the General Confer- 
ences of 1872 and 1884.; was appointed to the Ecumenical Confer- 
ence, held in the year 1881 in London.' Dr. M. W, Taylor was 
author of several biographical sketches in book form, and compiler of 
"Plantation Melodies ;" was elected editor of>4he l^onthw^t^ Ghridian 
Advocate by the General Conference of 1884, the editorial chair of 
which he filled to the time of his death, with great credit to himself, 
>to .the r Church r and - to-his-race. ; Dr. Taylor was a devout Christian,- 
a preacher sound in doctrine,, eloquent and forcible in speech, and 
loving and. winning in manner. In his death his family lost a loving 
father, an attentive husband, the Church an able worker, and the 
negro race an intellectual leader. • • 



NICHOLAS BURTON. 

Nicholas Burton was born in the year 1829, in the State of . Vir- 
ginia, and came to the State of Louisiana when a young man. He . 
was converted in his youth. Soon after conversion he began, to 
preach, and was ordained deacon in the African Methodjst Episcopal 
Church. Some years later he joined the Methodist Episcopal Church 
at Lake Providence, and Rev; P. Landry had him appointed pastor 
of pur Church at that place. He received- three episcopal appoint- 
ments; was ordained elder by Bishop Bowman. , At the time of his 
death he was a supernumerary.. He built St. Peter's Chapel at Lake 
Providence. He died as he lived, a devout' Christian.. 



MRS. MARIA JAMES. 

Sister Maria James, wife of Rev. H. James, was . born in Louis- 
iana about the year 1854. n She was a true/Christian and a faithful 
worker. She was a. great help to her husband . in the work of the 
Church. She took her exodus from this land of sorrow February 15, 
1887. She died in the triumph of faith. ' 



OLIVIA KERSHAW. 



Mrs. Olivia Kershaw, wife of Rev. C. W. Kershaw, was born in- 
Iberville Parish in 1852, and lived 30 years, 4 months, and 7 days. 
She was converted when young, under the ministry of Brother J. 
Gould. Mrs. Kershaw was a faithful worker in Church and Sunday- 
school, and went with her husband to his appointments for seven years. 
She died in full triumph of faith. 
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REV. PETER COX. 

Rev. Peter Cox, who supplied the work at Anacoco.'died at his 
home in Robeline, La., January 22, 1888. V His end was peace. He 
rests from his labors, and his works follow him. 



MISS AMANDA LANDRY. 

The death of Miss Amanda Landry, daughter of Presiding Elder 
PierreLLandry, of the Shreveport District, which occurred Fort 
Worth, Texas, Aprii 13, 1887, deserves more than a passing notice, as 
by it a vacancy has . been created in our social and religious circles not 
easy to be filled.
